Joint statement by First Vice-President Timmermans and Commissioner 
Jourova ahead of the Europe-Wide Day of Remembrance for the victims of all 
totalitarian and authoritarian regimes 

Brussels, 22 August 2018 

"Each year on this day, we pay tribute to the victims of all totalitarian regimes and recall with sorrow 
the terrible consequences of the Molotov-Ribbentrop pact, signed on 23 August 1939 by Nazi Germany 
and the Soviet Union. The Pact plunged Europe even deeper into one of its darkest periods. Millions of 
people were murdered and generations of fellow Europeans scarred. 

It is our duty to preserve the names of the millions persecuted, and keep their memories alive. 
Especially because today, 79 years later, our common values of human dignity, fundamental rights, 
rule of law and democracy are challenged again by extremist, nationalist and divisive rhetoric. 

By guarding and passing on the memory of past atrocities to the next generation of Europeans, we 
help to inoculate ourselves against repeating them, and we recall the importance of defending the 
human rights of every European. 

We must continue to tell the story of what happened in Europe's past, so that we do not make the 
same mistakes in the future. " 

Background 

The signature of the Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact on 23 August 1939 led to the deportation, torture and 
murder of tens of millions of people under totalitarian regimes. 

While the end of World War II marked the defeat of the Nazi regime, many Europeans continued for 
decades to suffer under totalitarian regimes.

Brussel, 22 augustus 2018 

"Ieder jaar brengen wij op deze dag een eerbetoon aan de slachtoffers van alle totalitaire regimes en 
herinneren wij ons met droefheid de verschrikkelijke gevolgen van het Molotov-Ribbentroppact, dat op 
23 augustusl939 door nazi-Duitsland en de Sovjet-Unie werd gesloten. Het pact stortte Europa nog 
dieper in een van haar donkerste perioden. Miljoenen mensen werden vermoord en generaties van 
mede-Europeanen werden voor het Ieven getekend. 

Het is onze plicht de miljoenen die vervolgd werden, te gedenken en de herinnering aan hen levend te 
houden. Vooral omdat vandaag, 79 jaar later, onze gemeenschappelijke waarden van menselijke 
waardigheid, de grondrechten, de rechtsstaat en democratie opnieuw op de proef worden gesteld door 
extremistische, nationalistische en verdeeldheid zaaiende retoriek. 

Door de herinnering aan de gruweldaden uit het verleden levend te houden en door te geven aan de 
volgende generatie Europeanen, helpen wij te voorkomen dat deze zich opnieuw voordoen en 
benadrukken wij hoe belangrijk het is dat de mensenrechten van alle Europeanen worden verdedigd. 

Wij moeten blijven vertellen wat zich in Europa in het verleden heeft afgespeeld, zodat we in de 
toekomst niet dezelfde fouten maken." 

Achtergrond 

De ondertekening van het Molotov-Ribbentroppact op 23 augustus 1939 leidde tot de deportatie, 
foltering en dood van tientallen miljoenen mensen door totalitaire regimes. 

Hoewel het einde van de Tweede Wereldoorlog ook het einde van het naziregime betekende, gingen 
veel Europeanen nog tientallen jaren lang gebukt onder totalitaire regimes.
